Lime 
soil is harmful. So it must be removed, and the 
acid soil filled in around plant. 


Use a 4 inch pot of Aluminum Sulphate to each 
wheel-barrow full of special acid soil. 

Azalea root system is very shallow, and dries out: 
very fast. Use plenty of water to keep roots moist 
at all times. 

To have satisfactory results with Azaleas, the 
gardener must expect to make these extra soil 
preparations. Ask for fuller instructions. 
However, good drainage is essential; so azalea 
beds should have plenty of sand for the surplus 
water to drain off. Shade from afternoon sun.
